Popularity Increasing 

Fish and fishermen have taken 
a liking to Commonwealth Edison 
Company's Lake Kincaid about 
200 miles south of Chicago near 
Taylorville, 111. According to the 
utility, on a long holiday weekend 
up to 100,000 anglers -have fished 
(he lake adjoining Edison's $145 
million Kincaid generating sta- 
tion. 

The man-made lake was built 
by Edison as a cooling pond for 
its 1,200,000-kitowatt Kincaid gen- 
erating station. The. lake pro- 
vides the billion gallons of water 
required to cool the station's con- 
densers when- the plant is a[ full 
capacity. Electricity from the 
station, which can provide enough 
electricity for a city of.one mil- 
lion persons, is transmitted to the 
Chicago area along two 345,030 
volt lines. . - 

,/ Bud Stauffer, superintendent of 
the station, said that fish seem 
to grow faster, fatter and feed 
year-round in the "Instant lake'.' 

"The discharge of cooling water 
into Lake Kincaid, has actually 
extended the fishing season at 
the lake," Stauffer reports. "Fish

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Safe Walking Rules 
for Boys, Girls 

"Parents have a primary re- 
sponsibility to leach their chil- 
dren safe walking rules," Direc- 
tor Jerry Klcbc, Lake County 
Safely Commission .stated today 
as he pointed out that nearly a 
third of' all pedestrian deaths, in 
Illinois were of children under 15 
years of age. "Ton many par- 
ents' depend entirely upon the 
schools to give their young pupils 
instructions in the rules of safe 
walking," Director Klebc slated 
as he pointed out that prc-school 
children need much. more instruc- 
tion than they now receive in 
knowing and observing traffic 
safety rules for boys and girls. . 
. Director Klcbc suggested that 
parents leach the following traf- 
fic safety rules to their children 
until they become a rule of life: 

—Look and wait for approach- 
ing traffic before crossing 
streets. ■ 

—Cross streets only at marked 
crosswalks or intersections and 
obey traffic lights. 

—Be especially careful and do 
not hurry when crossing wet or 
icy pavements. i 
— Never chase a playmate or 
■a ball into the street. 

—Never stand, play or run be- 
tween parked cars. Drivers ean'L 
sec you. 

—Never make a game of -dodg- 
ing cars in traffic. 

—Do not enter, or leave a vehi- 
cle while it Is moving," 

—Obey all signals and instruc- 
tions of the adult guards or school 
safely patrolmen. 

—Never hook rides, on automo- 
biles, trucks or buses. 

Remind your parents and 
friends to always obey the safety 
rules. 



prime fishing seasons here." 

Kincaid Lake was created in 
1964 by blocking a small thrce- 
fingcrcd creek flowing into the 
Sangamon River; The lake, which 
formed from the backed-up 
water, covers-2,700 acres and has 
a 100-mile shoreline and an aver- 
age depth of abou 115 fccL 

In 1965 the Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Conservation stocked the 
lake with a half-million large- 
mouth bass finger-lings. Stale 
biologists now report there arc 
over 20 species of fish in the 
lake including largcmouth and 
yellow bass, perch, crappic, blue- 
gill and catfish. 

"Experience so far suggests 
that man and aquatic life may 
both benefit from warm water as 
Jong qs it is kept within ecologi- 
cally safe limits," Stauffer said. 

Recently Edison donated 1,400 
acres of land lo the slate along 
wilh casement rights on an ad- 
ditional 3,000 acres covering the 
surface and shoreline of Lake 
Kincaid. This summer the area 
became a slate" park officially 
known as "Sangchris State Park

Hijacking commercial airplanes 
to Castro's Cuba is one, -.thing; 
However,^ hijacking ; of .planes by

■ Insofar as hijacking of Ameri- 
can aircraft on domestic flights 
is concerned, the Congress estab- 
lished a comprehensive Federal 
law in 1901. This"- Federal stuU 
ule imposes a minimum sen- 
tence of 20 years In prison and' a 
maximum penalty of death for 
"aircraft piracy" and deals also 
with attempted piracy or theft 
of a commercial aircraft and the 
carrying of weapons aboard -any 
aircraft. Of the more than 100 
offenses which have been com- 
mitted since the' enactment of 
this law, some 75 successful 
prosecutions have resulted. How- 
ever,' only a few of these cases 
involved actual hijackers." In- 
deed, many of the hijackers have 
remained in. Cuba, or elsewhere, 
With little opportunity for their 
extradition to the United States 
for trial. 

The new wave of -hijacking, 
coupled with blackmail threats 
to life and property (including 
the destruction of a PanAm 747 at 
the Cairo airport), jposes interna- 
tional problems for which no ade- 
quate legislation yet exists. The 
Tokyo Convention of 1963, which 
has been sighed arid ratified by 
the United States' and nearly 40 
other countries, condemns hijack- 
ing and provides for the return 
of hijacked aircraft and for the 
protection of ^'crew^ passengers 
6'ricT cflrgo. Offenses committed 
in the air may be prosecuted by 
the nation in wiiilch the aircraft 
Is registered. 

The "big stick" policy of the 
late President Theodore Roose- 
velt appears (0 be completely 
passe. Efforts to resolve the 
problem through the United 1 Na- 
tions- General Assembly would' 
seem to have only limited value. 
Indeed, In the present instance, 
we are not dealing with govern- 
ments- represented in the UN but 
on the other hand with guerillas 
or outlaw elements who are at 
war with the very governments 
within whose boundaries they 
operate. 

Until a, more adequate interna- 
tional measure is enacted, it 
would seem highly essential to 
take a number of steps designed 
to thwart-potential hijackers, such 
as: 1) the stationing of uniformed 
or plain clothed armed -guards in 
aircraft and at airports; 2) the 
installation of X-ray, radar, or 
other' device capable of; detect- 
ing arms and explosives whlgh 
potential hijackers attempt to 
carry on board; 3) refusal by the 
International Pilots Association 
to fly alrcrafts into countries who 
refuse' to surrender up hijackers; 
4L refusal to permit aircraft of 
foreign nations to land in Amer- 
ican airports where such nations 
harbor hijackers or confiscate 
aircraft or cargo; 5) the search- 
ing of- all passengers arid the In- 
spection of- all passenger bag- 
gage. 

The stationing of armed guards 
on aircraft is regarded as a par- 
ticularly 'dangerous step since 
the discharge of a firearm could 
have .serious consequences in an 
aircraft traveling at high alti- 
tudes. Furthermore, an armed 
guard could do . little where the 
hijacker had his gun at a stew- 
ardess' head or where a hijacker 
held a live explosive in his hand. 
The problem is both national and 
international and is but an ex- 
treme example of the terror 
which appears to be enveloping 
the 'whjple world in the form of 
explosions of the entire buildings, 
the . kidnaping of diplomatic . per- 
sonnel of various countries, and 
now— international blackmail. 7 .-.'

be undertaken during. this decade, 
diplomatic T ^ e 1970's wiil'determine whether 
Illinois- can meet- its objectives 
and stop the pollution -of our 
Waterways," Klassen said. 

According to Klassen, the cost 
of plants currently paid by local 
municipalities and. sanitary dis- 
tricts, with a maximum- of 33 
per cent shared by the federal 
government, 

"The environmental Protection 
Agency has estimated that it will 
cost $2.2 billion for construction 
and modernization of sewage 
treatment plants in. the next ten 
years," he "said, ... • 



"If the bond issue is passed 
by the Illinois voters Nov. 3, it 
will enable the state to grant 25 
per cent of the cost 'of construc- 
tion to local facilities/ It will also 
raise the federaU cost-shoring 
from the current 1 maximum of 
33 per. cent. to ,55 per cent if the 
project qualifies," Klassen said. 

Passage, of the anti-pollution 
bond issue wilt provide Illinois 
with $750 million to make 25 per 
cent grants to local bodies.
